went from Barcelona ina very {mail Veffel, and bas 
rot yet been heard of either ac Genoa or Leghoine: 
Cardinal Grimany, Viceroy of Naples, has oblig’d 
the Bifhop of Bifignano to declare Null the Excom- 
munication of thofe Perfons who receive the Re- 
venues of the Ecclefiaftical Benefices, thas bave 
been Scquefter'd by King Charles of Spain: And 
in cafe the Pope fhould again write to the Clergy 
of Spain to give the Duke of Anjou a Pare of cheir 
Revenues by the Name of a Free Gilt, the faid 
Cardinal threatens to Sicze all the Ecclefiaftical Re- 
venues of Naples for the Uie of Ming Charlier.
